Officer’s 
case 
goes to 
panel 


Both sides make final 
arguments over Goodson’s 
role in Freddie Gray case

Three law enforcement officials be- 
gan deliberating over Baltimore Police 
Officer Caesar Goodson Jr’s professional 
future Monday after the conclusion of 
his administrative trial on 21 charges of 
violating police policies during the 2015 
arrest of Freddie Gray. 

The panel could recommend Good- 
son be fired, which would amount to the 
most significant punishment to date 
after a series of criminal acquittals in the 
high-profile case, or clear him of any 
wrongdoing. They also could recom- 
mend a lesser punishment. 

The panel offered no indication of 
how it might decide, though City 
Solicitor Andre Davis said late Monday 
that the panel will reconvene to an- 
nounce a verdict, if not a punishment. 
Privacy laws keep disciplinary actions 
against police officers in Maryland 
secret. 

It also was unclear Monday when the 
panel would make its decision. One 
member, Baltimore Police Maj. Steve 
Hohman, suggested at the conclusion of 
the public proceedings that the decision 
would not come Monday, but he offered 
no other information. 

Goodson, 48, who was acquitted last 
year of second-degree depraved-heart 
murder and other criminal charges 
related to Gray’s death, could be fired if 
the trial board finds him guilty of any of 
the 80 or so specified infractions listed 
under the 21 separate charges against 
him. A panel decision to clear Goodson 
of the charges would be final. 

Any guilty verdict would be passed to 
Police Commissioner Kevin Davis along 
with a recommended punishment,

history of violence 


Maryland faith groups 
weigh security measures

The Rev. Alvin C. Hathaway says it’s the duty of any 
church to do all it can to ensure the safety of its 
congregants, so he has long had security cameras in 
place throughout Union Baptist Church in West 
Baltimore. 

But after yet another mass shooting left 26 people 
dead at a Texas church Sunday — the worst such 
incident at a place of worship in American history — 
the church and community leader is feeling a special 
urgency. 

Hathaway was hard at work Monday on an email to 
other local religious leaders to urge action across 
denominational lines on matters of security. 

“It’s tragic to think that this anger, this violence, is 
now invading our sacred spaces, the places where we 
try to foster peace and reflection, especially in a 
country that espouses religious freedom,” he says. 
“But this is clearly a fact of life now. We must think 
about security over and against our freedoms.”

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Air Force failed to share 
shooter’s record with FBI

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, TEXAS — The gun- 
man who killed 26 people at a small-town Texas 
church had a history of domestic violence and sent 
threatening text messages to his mother-in-law, a 
member of First Baptist, before the attack in which 
he fired at least 450 rounds at helpless worshippers, 
authorities said Monday. 

A day after the deadliest mass shooting in state 
history, the military acknowledged that it did not 
submit the shooter’s criminal history to the FBI, as 
required by the Pentagon. If his past offenses had 
been properly shared, they would have prevented 
him from buying a gun. 

Investigators also revealed that sheriff’s deputies 
had responded to a domestic-violence call in 2014 at 
Devin Patrick Kelley’s home involving a girlfriend 
who became his second wife. Later that year, he was 
formally ousted from the Air Force for a 2012 assault

Maryland Zoo explains why 
efforts to save Julius failed

The giraffe was born at sunrise in June, 
deep in Druid Hill Park, and appeared 
hooves first. Doe-eyed and tawny, he looked 
around with his head tilted to one side, like 
a curious puppy. 

It was an endearing posture that won the 
calf, named Julius, admirers far beyond the 
Baltimore zoo. 

It was also a sign that something was 
wrong. 
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In July, veterinarians made the wrench- 
ing decision to euthanize only the second 
giraffe born in 20 years at the Maryland Zoo 
in Baltimore. Now they are revealing what 
they learned through subsequent investiga- 
tion: A necropsy found lesions on the left 
side of his brain. Julius’ head tilted right not 
because of an inquisitive brain, but because 
of adamaged one. 

It wasn’t the only discovery to come from 
his short life and death. Urgent days and 
nights led staff to try new methods of care 
for the giraffe, a member of a species 
recently classified as vulnerable to extinc- 
tion. Now, the Baltimore zoo is sharing 
those methods with others.
